Steering Committee Head Wants To See Ogilvie 
State Blamed For Delaying 
Salt Creek Watershed Plan 


Tom Hamilton, chairman of the Salt 


Creek Watershed Steering Committee, 
blamed the State of Illinois for holding 
up the multi-million-dollar Upper Salt 
Craek Watershed Project. He said yes- 
terday he is trying to see Gov. Richard 
B. Ogilvie in an attempt to get the proj- 
ect off "dead center." 


Hamilton said the State of Illinois and 


the Cook County Forest Preserve Dis- 
trict are the only two of 13 state agencies 
sponsoring the project that have failed to 
approve the final plans. 


The $26.5 million project is designed to 


eliminate flooding along the Salt Creek 
as well as provide recreational facilities, 
including a 600-acre lake in the Ned 
Brown Forest Preserve northwest of Elk 
Grove Village. 


1 1 W e should have submitted our 


request for federal funds for the project 
last February," Hamilton said. "The 
state's holding us up will make it very, 
very difficult to get the project into this 
year's Congressional budget." 


He said he felt progress has been 


stalled so long that federal agencies 
won't get around to considering the proj- 
ect until next year. 


"State approval of the project has been 


held up in a technical committee in 
Springfield, and we need Gov. Ogilvie to 
get it off dead center," Hamilton said. 


AN OFFICIAL of the forest preserve 


district said Monday the district was 
waiting to see what the state would do 
before it gave its approval. He said the 
forest preserve district is most interested 
in what will be done concerning recrea- 
tional lakes and that money would come 
from the state. 


There also has been a problem in relo- 


cating the Elk Grove Trailer Park on 
Higgins Road in the heart of the Ned 
Brown Forest Preserve. The park, with 
about 170' trailers and 700 residents, 
would have to be moved to make way for 
the watershed project. 


"It's a good plan, and everyone around 


here approves it," he said. "However we

All School Chiefs Won't 
Get Raises At Same Time 


Most administrators in High School 


Dist. 211 will be getting salary increases 
this year, but they won't all come on 
July 1 as is standard practice in most 
school districts, 


The district is operating for the second 


year under an administrative salary plan 
that spreads raises out over an entire 
year, with a few administrators coming 
up for evaluation at a time. 


Last year raises were spread out be- 


tween May and September, according to 
Supt. Richard Kolze. The spread will in- 
crease this year and within three years 
the district will be operating on a system 
which places three administrators up for 
review each month, 


"We have 29 people under the plan," 


Kolze said. "It makes for better eval- 
uations to do them three at a time in- 
stead of all at once before July 1." 


All the district administrators, except 


for department heads in the high schools 
a>re covered by the plan. Department 
heads' salaries are included in the dis- 
trict's contract with the teachers. 


UNDER THE SALARY plan, the board 


of education sets aside an amount of 
money to be used for wises during the 
year, but some administrators might 
wait as long as 24 months between raises 
depending on their performance in their 
jobs. 


The district also has salary ranges 


with a minimum and maximum salary 
set for each job. The range sets a min- 
imum amount for a person new to the 
job. a standard amount for an experi- 
enced person und a maximum for those 
doing outstanding work. 


"Before we had this plan," Kolze said, 


"we dirtn't have n range at all so a prin- 
cipal might be making $15,000, but 
wouldn't know whether he was as high 
as he could go, in the middle or low. I 


think it's good for the employes to have 
the ranges because then they know what 
they can expect, even if they don't know 
when to expect it." 


The range between minimum and max- 


imum salaries is wider for some jobs, 
like cafeteria manager or maintenance 
engineer, than for deans, assistant prin- 
cipals and principals. Kolze explained 
the deans, assistant and associate princi- 
pals, and principals can expect to re- 
ceive promotions in the system, but per- 
sons in other jobs have less opportunity 
for advancement and so need wider sala- 
ry ranges. 


CURRENTLY THE minimum salary 


for a dean is $13,600, the maximum is 
$16,600 and the standard is $14,800. Some 
other ranges are: assistant principal, 
$15,400 to $13,700, with a standard salary 
of $16,700; associate principal, $17,400 to 
$21,200 with an $18,900 standard; and 
principal, $22,200 to $27,000 with a stan- 
dard of $24,100. 


Each year, Kolze said, the adminis- 


trators draw up a list of objectives they 
hope to 'accomplish, which he reviews 
with them. Part of their evaluation the 
following year then considers whether 
they have accomplished the objectives. 


Last year the administrators attended 


several seminars on writing objectives 
that were run free of charge by a local 
management 
consultant, Kolze 
said. 


"Objectives are very hard to write when 
you sit down and think about what you 
really want to do," he said. "And besides 
that the most difficult thing is to get an 
objective that is measurable so you know 
whether you've accomplished it." 


Kolze said that earlier this year he and

sented the salary and evaluation pro- 
gram to a meeting of the Kansas Associ- 
ation of School Boards. 


head, John Guillou, was not fully cogni- 
zant of what the plan's about and is 
dragging his feet." 


Hamilton said Guillou has told ~ him 


that the Division of Waterways cannot 
legally get involved in the project be- 
cause it concerns recreation in addition 
to flood control, which is the agency's 
main concern. 


HAMILTON SUGGESTED that state 


funds from the waterways'division could 
be used for flood control and money from 
the conservation department could be 
used for recreational development, 


If the project gets state approval, the 


committee would ask the federal govern- 
ment for $12 million for the federal por- 
tion of the project. Local governments 
would pay $6.4 million, and the state is 
being asked for $5,6 million. 


"We need the state's approval because 


there are not enough local funds for the 
project," Hamilton said. He added that 
the local governments would be paying a 
greater portion of the cost than the state. 


Hamilton said in Washington the proj- 


ect plans must clear the Bureau of the 
Budget and a Congressional committee 
before it can be included in the regular 
budget for the federal Soil Conservation 
Service and Forest Service in the De- 
partment of Agriculture. 


Local governments that have approved 


the watershed project are the North Cook 
County Soil and Water Conservation Dis- 
trict; Metropolitan Sanitary District; 
Cook County Board; the municipalities of 
Elk Grove Village, Schaumburg, Rolling 
Meadows, and Palatine, and the park 
districts of Palatine, Schaumburg, Elk 
Grove and Salt Creek.

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EPA Doesn 9t Oppose Airport 


Contrary to recent locally published re- 


ports, John Roberts of the Illinois Envi- 
ronmental Protection Agency does not 
oppose development of a municipally 
owned 
general 
aviation 
airport 
in 


Schaumburg. 


"Roberts feels there Is no reason to 


delay cither an airport feasibility study 
or airport expansion due to studies now 
in progress," Kenneth B. Wolmer, vice 
president 
and 
general 
manager of 


Schaumburg Airport, Inc., said Thurs- 
day. 


According to Wolmer, 
Roberts ex- 


pressed willingness to work with mem- 
bers of Schaumburg's Airport Study 
Committee as well as a consulting firm 
which will soon be chosen to perform the 
advisability investigation. 


Wolmer's comments were made to 


members of the village airport study 
committee and referred to a letter writ- 
ten by Mrs. Jane Murphy of Schaum- 
burg. which appeared in The Fence Post 
in The Herald May 31. 


After reading Mrs. Murphy's letter 


"which expressed concern for pollution 
which would be created by an expanded 
airport and also inferred that the EPA 
official opposed proposed growth," Wol- 
mer said he telephoned Roberts to dis- 
cuss the matter. 


After a 20-minute telephone discussion 


in which Wolmer read the entire text of 
Mrs. Murphy's letter to Roberts, the air- 
port administrator Indicated that "it was 
clear he (Roberts) disagreed with what 
had been said." 


"IN OUR conversation, Roberts recom- 


mended that we go ahead especially with 
a general aviation airport because of the 
minimal pollution created by such a fa- 
cility." he added. 


Wolmer also told of contacting Federal 


Aviation Agency personnel. 


"The FAA said that after the study re- 


port is written and distributed to 20 gov- 
erning agencies, Including the EPA, all 
groups have the right to refuse the infor- 
mation and explain their objections," he 
said. 


Any such studies must go through and 


be approved by all agencies involved 
Woimer stressed. 


The question of a municipally owned 


general aviation airport is being dis- 
cussed in conjunction with plans for a 
regional transportation center proposed 
by Mayor Robert 0. Atchor. 


Members of the airport study com- 


mittee are now screening three engineer- 
ing firms for appointment as consultants 
to engage in the feasibility study.

Atcher Stake In Airport Land' 


Mayor Robert 0. Atcher is not one of 


IB partners in a land trust ownership of, 
ITS acres fronting on Irving Park Road 
now occupied by Schaumburg Airport, 
Kenneth B. Wolmer, airport vice presi- 
dent and general manager, said Friday. 


His remarks came in response to ques- 


tions posed after a presentation outlining 
merits of a municipally owned expanded 
general aviation airport made to mem- 
bers of the Republican Organization of 
Schaumburg Township (ROOST). 


Wolmer said Atcher does not own "any 


part of the trust which also owns the 
land across the street" on which Centex- 
Schaumburg Industrial Air Park is situ- 
ated. 


Suggesting the question "improper" at 


a ROOST meeting, he advised Carol 
Johnson, who made the inquiry, to take 
the subject either directly to Atcher or to 
Schaumburg's village board for con- 
firmation. 


MRS. JOHNSON explained she had 


been informed of the "Atcher family" in- 
volvement in airport land ownership by 
"reliable persons." 


Expressing "particular pleasure" at 


the opportunity to speak before ROOST, 
Wolmer traced a family history of more 
than 60 years of active Republican in- 
volvement shared by both he and his 
wife. 


Hitting at so far limited environmental 


objections to expansion plans, Wolmer 
likened "some local self-appointed eco- 
logists" to "Chicken Little." 


"Pollution is a problem, but running 


around screaming the world is going to 
end will not solve it," he commented, 
noting that accomplishments will be 
made 
through 
improved 
technology, 


"which costs money." 


Stressing that he is not an ecologist, 


Wolmer said he does not feel qualified to 
make statements 
concerning 
environ- 


mental effects of the airport on surround- 
ing areas, but expressed concern for pol- 
lution in general. 


"THIS COMMUNITY already has an 


overabundance of self-appointed ecology 
experts and adding my name to that list 
would do nothing to solve pressing prob- 
lems," he added. 


Wolmer feels the solution lies in crea- 


tion of man-made purification systems to 
assist now overworked natural methods. 


Citing grass an an ideal natural puri- 


fier, Wolmer said an.airport consists of 
about 80 per cent grass and 20 per cent 
pavement. 


"That means a 200-acre airport would 


consist of about 160 acres of grass, which 
would make Schaumburg Airport one of 
the largest grassed areas and natural air- 
purifiers in the township," he said.

Dear Dr. Lamb — My younger sister 


on the West Coast had a blood pressure 
of 134 over 84. Her doctor said the max- 
imum was 130 over 80 and if she didn't 
get Immediate treatment she would die. 
She convinced me to get a check-up and 
my blood pressure was 136 over 86. My 
doctor said it was fine, and that the 
maximum was 140 over 90, but it tended 
to creep up in a person my age. He said 
I shouldn't gain weight and if the pres- 
sure got higher we would have to start 
treating it. Any opinions or comments, 
please? 


Dear Reader — The official opinion of 


the American Heart Association and the 
American Medical Association is that a 
blood pressure of 140 over 90 or below is 
normal. I can add to this from personal 
experience that there are a large number 
of healthy, young Air Force pilots with 
blow! pressure higher than 130 over 80 
who aro flying aircraft today and a few 
astronauts. I am unaware of any quali- 
fied heart specialist who (eels that 130 
over 80 is abnormal. 


Blood pressure varies from time to 


time. It can be sharply elevated during 
the anxiety of a medical examination, 
only to subside to much lower limits im- 
mediately thereafter. For this reason, 
most dfxjtors will prefer to have more 
than one blood pressure reading in a va- 
riety of settings before deciding what its 
significance really is. Now, it is trim that 
the higher the blood pressure the greater 
the Increased likelihood of eventually 
having a heart attack. Thus, individuals 
who have blood pressure on the low side 
as a group are probably better off. It is 
also true that one of the most effective 
ways of preventing high blowl pressure 
or its initial treatment in individuals who 
have mild elevation of blood pressure is 
weight loss. Many Individuals after a sig- 
nificant loss of excess fat develop rela- 
tively 
normal 
blood 
pressure, even 


though they might have had quite signifi- 
cant elevations before that. 


Dear Dr. l,«ml) — I used to exercise 15 


to 20 minutes right before going to bed 
each night because I fell asleep faster, 
and felt better In the morning and seern 
to have had more energy and be more 
alert the next day. Then I read some- 
where that exercise at that time is not 
good for you, so I quit altogether. (Other 
times arc not as convenient.) I have de- 
cided to get a medical opinion. Do you 
thftik exercise at night before going to 
bed is harmful, t am a 17-year-old girl? 


Drnr Kwtlt-r — Of course not. Some 


people do not like to exercise at that 
time because it energizes them and they 
feel awake when they would like to feel 
drowsy and go to sleep. That apparently 
was not your problem. Other individuals 
who eat large, heavy meals, particularly 
those who have preceded their meals, 
w i t h a c o u p l e o f c o c k t a i l s , 
seldom want to exercise at that time. 


It is true that individuals who have 


health problems, particularly heart dis- 
ease, are better off to do whatever ex- 
ercise they are able to do before meals 
rather than after meals. Otherwise, there 


should be no reason why a person could 
not do'ohis exercises just before going to 
bed. Each person often develops his own 
routine and the most important thing 
about exercise is to follow a proper pro- 
grain, which means enough, but not too 
much, and do it regularly.

-When The World Will Be Watching 


between Munich and seven other Gei- 
man cities 


SOME ,10,000 Amencans are expected 


to be among the spectatots at the 
Games 
While all tickets and accom- 


modations foi the Olympics have been 
assigned, It may be possible for the more 
adventurous to obtain tickets to some 
sports events and accommodations near 
Munich shortly before the games 


One of the prime considerations in the 


design of the Olympic area was accessi- 
bility The Olympic facilities — 83,000- 
seat stadium, sports hall for 12,000 with 
swimming and diving exhibition pools, 
cycling track and artificial boating lake 
— aie only Vk miles from downtown 
Munich Distances within the complex 
aie no more than a few hundred yards, 
and events taking place outside this area 
aiea no more than five minutes away by 
subway, train or stieetcar 


Months before the Olympic torch is lit, 


Munich will embark on a marathon of 
cultuial events designed to appeal to a 
wide spectrum of tastes — fiom Kabuki 
to Balanchme, from Brecht to puppet 
shows Fiom June 23 through July 31, 
the city will host a number of programs 
depicting the folklore, music and art 
foims of India, Japan, China and Latin 
America 


For travelers, Munich has many at- 


tractions at any time of the year More 
than 800 years old, it is a nchly endowed 
city full of baroque and rococo churches 
and elaborate palaces It boasts some 20 
theaters and an equal number of mu- 
seums, three symphony orchestras, Eu- 
rope's most extensive zoo and best tech- 
nical museum The state capital of Ba- 
varia, boidcimg the Isar Biver, it is the 
third laigest city of the Federal Republic 
\Vith a population of more than 1 4 mil- 
lion

best for its collection of paintings by Eu-

A survey of leading airport con- 


sultants, airline executives, planners and 
government officials Indicates O'Hare In- 
ternational, the world's busiest airport, 
is going to get bigger and busier than 
ever. 


And there isn't a damn thing anybody 


can do about it. 


Although efforts will continue to har- 


ness the giant of the commercial air in-

dustry, O'Hare's fate seems ordained to 
one of continued growth through the next 
10 years at least, and continued domi- 
nance as the leader in domestic airline 
traffic in the United States — and thus 
the world. 


Yet equally predictable as the contin- 


ued expansion of O'Hare is the need 
within the next decade for a third major 
airport for Chicago. 


Although Mayor Richard Daley's state- 


ment on the elimination of a lake airport 
site included the declaration that O'Hare 
will suffice for some time, virtually ev- 
ery knowledgeable spectator of the air 
industry is calling for the need of a third 
jetport. 


Even with occasional downturns in the 


nation's economy and even with the un- 
derstanding airline industry projections 
are self-servingly optimistic, the future 
of air travel must be viewed as one of 


explosive growth over the next 10 to 15 
years. 


ACCORDING TO the Federal Aviation 


Administration projections, 1083 will see 
415,5 million passenger enplnncments 
both domestic and international in the 
U.S. In 1072 the total is expected to be 
174.9 million, or an increase by 1983 of 
some 300 million passengers. 


Right now, O'Hare 'Is handling about 1 


in 5 of the total number of iir travelers 
in the country each year. Obviously, 
even with cautious Interpretation of the 
statistics, the Chicago hub area of air 
traffic can expect to receive about 95 
million passengers yearly by 1983. 


Coincidently, a separate report pro- 


duced by a consultant for Indiana con- 
cludes passenger traffic coming into the 
Chicago area by 1985 will be 110 million 
persons. 


With O'Hare taking in slightly less 


than 29 million passengers in 1970, and 
Midway accepting about 1.5 million, the 
present capacity of Chicago's two jet- 
ports is not expected to match the de- 
mand In the coming years. 


Expansion of O'Hare to perhaps a total 


annual capacity of 40 million passengers 
is quite feasible. Officials at Midway say 
the old airfield can accommodate 10 mil- 
lion passengers — the same amount it 
handled in its peak year in 1959. 


BUT SURVEYS taken by consulting 


firms representing a myriad of agencies 
do not — and cannot — count Midway as 
anything but an airport of limited appeal 
to passengers who originate their short- 
haul trips in Chicago. 


The real dispair of Midway is the 


transfer 
passenger, 
the bedrock of 


O'Hare's dominance of air traffic in the 
country. Reliable estimates put the num- 
ber of transfer passengers at O'Hare at 
45 per cent of its total enplanements. For 
a transfer passenger who wings in from 
Los Angeles and then must go on to Co- 
lumbus or Louisville, it is impossible to 
get to Midway for that transfer flight. 
Passengers simply will not do it, even if 
they had the means in the form of the 
controversial Chicago cross-town ex- 
pressway which looks almost as if it was 
designed specifically to help Midway. 


Furthering Midway's problem and 


freezing it into an anachronism of the jet 
age Is its short — 8510 foot — runway 
which can only accommodate two and 
three engine jets. No one expects the 
field to be expanded despite air industry 
projections that modern airplanes will 
require 7,000 to 10,000 foot runways 
through 1980. 


Thus, when Mayor Daley last month 


said half of O'Hare's traffic could be re- 
routed to Midway, he was predicting an 
impossibility. 


WITH NEARLY half of O'Hare bound 


passenger* as transfer passengers — 
those who do not end their flights in Chi- 
cago — Daley's desire to shift half the 
O'Hare traffic to Midway could not work. 
The plan would leave passengers with a 
terminus in Chicago all using Midway

and crowded riinways. 


and thus limited to using flights not ex- 
ceeding 1,000 miles because longer range 
jets cannot use Midway's runways. 


Midway will continue to service more 


and more short haul passengers and car- 
go, but it is not — and will not — be the 
answer to the Chicago region's airport 
dilemma. 


In fact, visions of Midway's resurgence 


seem doubly exaggerated when com- 
parisons are made of cargo traffic rather 
than passenger traffic. Midway handled 
1.4 million passengers in 1970 and han- 
dled 1.9 million in 1971. Yet at a time 
when many industry spokesmen are opti- 
mistic about air cargo, Midway's record 
over the past two years is dismal. In 
1970, Midway handled 20 million pounds 


of freight In 1971 it handled 8 million 
pounds. 


The only answer to a monstrous and 


overcrowded O'Hare lies with a third jet- 
port for the region. And all it takes is a 
look at the map to discover that Chi- 
cago's metropolitan complex really ex- 
tends into rural Illinois, Wisconsin and 
Indiana. 


Planners in both adjoining states have 


undertaken studies which prove that 
areas in their state are conducive to a 
major air terminal. 


Expected expenditures of some $400 


million ~ with much of it expected to 
come from the federal government — 
add to the inducement. 


Just as the Governor of Illinois can 


and will build an airport for St. Louta on 
the Illinois side southeast of Halt St. 
Louis, so could the governors of Wiscon- 
sin and Indiana build an airport to aerve 
Chicago. 


FOR EXAMPLE,' in a comparison of 


sites for an airport in extreme north- 
western Indiana and sites just across the 
line in Illinois, consultants for the In- 
diana governor concluded the Indiana 
site was far superior. 


The site comparisons contrasted two 


areas near Crown Point, Indiana with Il- 
linois ,sites near Peotone, Green Garden, 
Frankfort and Lockport. According to 
the Indiana consultants, the Indiana site 
was better for a jetport than any of the 
four Illinois areas. 


Comparisons of consultants' 
reports, 


however, shows virtually any fairly rural 
site near main lines of transportation can 
be justified as a possible airport site. 
The same arguments made by the In- 
diana consultant for an airport were used 
effectively in the Chicago plan for an air- 
port in the lake, and for the conversion 
of Wisconsin's abandoned Bong field for 
a site for Chicago-Milwaukee. 


Central to all these reports is the con- 


clusion that O'Hare must soon reach its 
saturation point despite pending ex- 
pansion. 


To quote from the 1971 report of James 


and Berger Associates of Indianapolis, 
consultants to the state of Indiana on a 
third Chicago airport: 


"O'Hare Airport, which is assumed to 


be the only existing regional airport han- 
dling scheduled traffic flows, will not be 
adequate to handle total demand even 
before 1980. O'Hare will be able to 
handle all forecast cargo traffic during 
the period, but passenger traffic will ex- 
ceed the airport's capacity by 30 per cent 
by 1980... 


"HENCE, THE need for a new airport 


is critical. If additional airport capacity 
is not available by about 1980, consid- 
erable air traffic demand will not be 
served and, consequently, the economic 
growth of the local Chicago region will 
be stunted." 


In making its justification for a third 


airport for Chicago, the Indiana report 
agrees with the consensus of air industry 
planners who also seek a third airport. 


The report correctly points out that air 


cargo, although growing, will not reach 
sufficient size in coming years to justify 
separate airports and that the cargo-car- 
rying capacity of present wide-bodied 
passenger jets is enough to carry most of 
the country's air freight. 


The report also raises the specter of a 


region being economically stunted by 
lack of proper air facilities. 


In a reverse way, officials see a sim- 


ilar hazard In a third major airport out- 
side Chicago's boundaries which is too 
successful. 


LET'S TAKE THE hypothetical situ- 


ation of a third major airport construct- 
ed southwest of Chicago in rural Will 
County. What if this third airport is un- 
expectedly and hugely successful? What 
if an airport outside Chicago's city limit 
is so thoroughly a boon to the air trav- 
eler that without warning O'Hare be- 
comes the Midway of the 1980s? 


It probably won't happen, yet this very 


thought has already occurred to officials ( 
within the industry and the City of Chi- ^ 
cago. 
Is the spector of an out-moded and in- 


efficient O'Hare possible? 


The answer right now is no. O'Hare 


flight facilities are unmatched anywhere 
in the world and its location within the 
Chicago hub makes it crucial to the air , 
industry. 
• 


Yet if the decline of O'Hare should 


come it would undoubtedly be the North- 
west suburbs which would suffer most 
from this airport's demise. The with- 
drawal of paychecks services from the 
suburbs could effectively stagnate some, 
suburban communities, Just as it would 
delight some critics of O'Hare who view 
air traffic as a noisy and smelly intru-' 
sion. 


WITH THE expected growth in the air 


transport industry, O'Hare will continue 
to flourish through the 1980s, especially 
with the expansion now planned for the' 
field. 


A new airport will come to the Chicago 


region, but in all probability it will not 
greatly diminish O'Hare traffic. The 
measure of an airport's success or poten- 
tial success is taken by percentage fig- 
ures of the amount of passenger traffic it 
would draw as opposed to O'Hare. The 
airport in the lake, for example, was 
said to have a high potential because 
studies showed the ratio to O'Hare would 
be 49-51; 49 per cent of the travelers 
would go to the new airport and 51 per-, 
cent would use O'Hare. That near break- • 
even point between the use of the two 
airports is a planner's dream. 


Use ratios for an airport southwest of * 


Chicago are not as good and are placed 
at 23-77; 23 per cent for a new airport f 
and 77 per cent still going to O'Hare. 
'> 


For the Northwest suburbs, the thun- 


der will not diminish, the sight of jets 
will not go away. The planes will get big- 
ger and quieter and less smelly, but the 
coming decades will bring no solice to 
suburbanites who seek a quieter and less 
congested environment. 


It is as if the jet age were coming 


aborning again, and Chicago will be its 
sustenance. 


The Pulse Of A Thousand Journeys 


Saturday night broke clear and calm. 


Sunset drew an end to the constant sight 
of airplane exhaust trails in the air. 
O'Hare airport at night is like a bucket- 
ful of diamonds from the air and even at 
ground level there Is the excitement and 
pulse of a thousand journeys beginning 
and ending every hour. 


At the international terminal, paasen- 


gers are boarding the 8 p.m. outbound 
flight to Europe. They pass through cus- 


toms and the scrutiny of the United 
States government agents alert for sus- 
picious boarders. 


Everything Is going routinely. 
The pilots are getting last minute 


weather information and then walking to 
the airplane. 


Soon the whine of the engines began. 


The next sight of landfall for these trav- 
elers will be the continent of Europe. 


THE FULLY loaded jet taxied to the 


Midway Remains A Stepchild 


In an age of window-rattling roars 


from powerful jet airplanes, the corner 
of 63rd and Cicero Is at peace. 


Once, a marvelling witness to the com- 


ing of the air age could stand on this 
simple neighborhood corner and look up 
to see DC-3s, DC-68 and Stratocruisers 
glide over the commercial strip along Ci- 
cero Avenue to land at the world's bus- 
iest terminal — Chicago's Midw_ay Inter- 
national Airport. 


During the decade of the 50s, Midway 


rose in national prominence to hit a peak 
of 10 million passengers in 1959, the last 
great year of Its status as the busiest 
airstrip in the world. 


Now, despite optimistic reports that 


Midway is on the way back, the field is 
so overshadowed by the giant of O'Hare 
that on an early morning weekday at the 
peak of the business flying hours, Mid- 
way's terminal is cavornously empty. 


At 9:30 a.m. it is possible to walk 


through one entire wing of the terminal 
building without seeing a single person 
or airplane. 


IT IS POSSIBLE to stand for minutes 


by the windows overlooking the runways 
without seeing an airplane in the sky. 


And outside, along a strip that wan 


once the hottest real estate property in 
the city, weeds grow in abandon along 
sidewalks leading to deserted buildings. 


The death of Midway came suddenly 


and without remorse In 1960 when new 
jet airplanes shifted to O'Hare in search 
of longer runways. And now the rebirth 
of Midway — for that is what the City 
still hopes to see happen — U being de- 
termined and curtailed by the explicit 
demands of the same runways which 
caused its demise in 1060. 


With its longest runway at 6510 feet, 


Midway simply cannot — and will not — 
be able to handle anything but the short 
run two or three engine jets which can 
travel a maximum distance of maybe 800 
to 1,000 miles. A 1,000 mile ring around 
Chicago will encompass hundreds of ma- 
jor cities with substantial commercial 
air traffic routes, but that simple answer 
to Midway's troubks does not take into 
a c c o u n t Midway's remoteness from 
O'Hare, and thus its remoteness to the 
transfer passenger, the bedrock of the in- 
dustry's dependence on O'Hare as the 
major transfer point of the country. 


So, even though wide-bodied jumbo jets 


will come to O'Hare filled with passen- 
gers seeking to change planes for Des 
Molnes or Columbus, those passengers 
have virtually no way to get to Midway. 


CAUGHT IN A sort of limbo, Midway 


continues to service a limited amount of 
flights. It is better than most airports in 
many medium size cities. Next to O'Hare 
It remains a stepchild of an industry it 
helped to foster. If commerce had a 
heart, Midway would flourish; but there 
is no room for sentiment In an industry 
which sometimes measures costs in thou- 
sands of dollars each minute. 


To the 1500 or go people who still work 


at Midway, times are not too bad. 
They've seen their Midway in worse days 
in the early 1960s when you could roll a 
bovrling ball down the runway while air- 
planes overhead headed for O'Hare. 


In the words of Mike Berry, airport 


manager at Midway and an employe 
there for 32 years, Midway can still 
come back, despite some of the fore- 
boding figures. 


"The people love us," Berry says. "It's 


a shame they don't know how nice It is 
here." 


entrance to 32L, the 14,000 foot runway 
which launches the-aircraft. 


On takeoff, the plane is angled sharply 


upward, the thrust of its engines is at the 
maximum. The passengers stare at the 
No Smoking sign and feel the force of the 
airplane around them. 


The pilot is still taking his airplane 


sharply upward. The jet banks sharply 
and heads over Lake Michigan. 


And in the darkened cabin at this point 


of departure, this moment of initial 
flight, a red light on the panel goes on. 


The light indicates there is a fire in 


one of the engines. 


The pilot hits a button releasing fire 


extinguishers within the engine. The light 
remains on. The cabin crew tries to see 
outside the airplane for any sdgn of dam- 
age or flames. 


Nothing. 
Hit the extinguisher button again. Still 


the light remains on, 


The pilot is taking no chances. He no- 


tifies O'Hare tower. He is landing imme- 
diately. 


There is no haste, no frantic calls over 


the radio. An emergency exists but it is 
not dire. The plane will return and the 
problem — probably a faulty indicator 
light - will be fixed. 


The passengers remain unaware of any 


crisis. 


AND THEN, in a safety precaution 


that is standardized and routine, the pilot 
takes an action which every airman 
knows is correct. 


The pilot orders the release of 20,000 


pounds of jet fuel to further reduce the 
possibility of fire on touchdown. 


A man in the cabin flicks a switch and 


the fuel — a thick mixture of kerosene 
—cascades out of the sky and over Lake 
Michigan. , 


The plane lands without incident. The 


problem Is minor but the utmost pre- 
cautions will be taken. The passengers 
are either angry or resigned to the night- 
long delay. 


At an expense of more than $1,000, the 


airline arranges for the passengers to 
stay overnight at the Hyatt House near 
O'Hare. They will fly out again in the 
morning. 


Despite the momentary delay and the 


expense, the matter is utill routine. It 
happens rarely, but it happens. 


And of all the arrangements and all 


the precautions there is only casual 
thought given to the jet fuel which now is 
in the lake or borne on the winds to be- 
come part of tomorrow's cloud.

Let's Finish 
Creek Project 


It's Great, Except - - 


Ever hear of the solving of one 


problem creating another? 


Residents of Des Plaines — spec- 


ifically those all along Cumberland 
Parkway next to Weller Creek — 
are first-hand victims of that phe- 
nomenom. 


For years they weathered an an- 


nual flooding problem along 
the 


creek — its waters rising so high 
during wet periods that the home- 
owners even suffered broken base- 
ment windows and doors, in addi- 
tion to the traditional mess flood- 
ing brings. 


The state — through the Illinois 


Division of Waterways — came to 
the rescue. 


Starting in September of 1968, 


the division launched a $2 million 
Weller Creek improvement project 
designed to bring flood relief to the 
Cumberland Parkway homeowners 
and 
others 
afflicted 
along 
the 


creek's course. 


The Des Plaines phase of the 


project was finished last .spring, 
with the creek widened and dredged 
to keep the high waters moving. 


Enter Problem No. Two. 
The Cumberland Parkway home- 


owners got a little more widening 
than they — or the division of wa- 
terways —anticipated. 


Somehow, in the widening and 


d r e d g in g, adequate protection 
wasn't 
taken 
to preserve 
the 


creek's new banks. 


The result: When it rains, pieces 


of the banks wash away. So much 
so that since last spring 
some 


homeowners have lost as much as 
four feet of back yard. The ground 
simply has washed away into the 
creek, and 'if it keeps up at that 
rate, the homeowners will have a 
crisis they'd probably gladly trade 
for a little flooding. Better to have 
a flooded yard than none at all. 


Exactly what went wrong techni- 


cally isn't clear, but it seems to be 
mostly a problem of not, enough 
reinforcement along the creek bed, 
particularly at areas of curves. 
What is clear is that the division of 
waterways bungled, and that's in- 
excusable. 


Homeowners and taxpayers ob- 


viously have a right to expect bet- 
ter performance than that in the 
use of their money — and property. 


To the division's credit, it now 


reports that it will set the damage 
right by including repair work for 
that portion of Weller Creek in the 
cost of a contract to continue creek 
work through Mount Prospect. 


That is proper action, but it will 


add more cost to a project that os- 
tensibly was completed. And it still 
leaves the inescapable point: with 
proper planning and work, the 
mess never should have occurred 
in the first place.

Checking Soft Water 


A "long and detailed" study of 


the 
effect 
of water quality on 


health in western Maryland has 
shown a lower death rate from 
heart disease for white males, age 
45-64, if they drink soft water. 


The study was made by Dr. 


George W. Comstock, professor of 
epidemiology at Johns 
Hopkins 


University, and was reported by 
him to the sixth annual Inter- 
national Water Quality Symposium 
held recently in Washington. 


But then came the "buts," or as 


Dr. Comstock called them, the 
"variables." 


For 
one thing, he 
found that 


people from lower social and eco- 
nomic levels showed a greater risk 
of dying from heart disease than 
those who were better educated or 
lived in houses with more than one 
bathroom. 


Also the risk of fatal Heart dis- 


ease was higher for cigarette 
smokers than for nonsmokers, but 
lower for both than for those who 
had ever smoked cigars. 


Most surprising, he said, was 


that heart disease risk for persons 
attending church infrequently was 
nearly twice that for persons who 
attended church once a week or of- 
tener. 
i 


Thus, he summed up, "At the 


present time, careful review of all 
the available 
evidence suggests 


soft water per se is not likely to be 
related to arteriosclerotic heart 
disease."

The moral? Either install anoth- 


er bathroom, stop smoking, go to 
church, 
don't 
live 
in Western 


Maryland or avoid epidemiologists 
bearing questionnaires.

control first adopted in the 1970 farm 
law. 


Speaking to grain industry executives 


in a closed meeting last week, Carroll G. 
Brunthaver described the "set aside" 
system >as one of the "positive trends 
that we would think of continuing in new 
legislation." 


THE PLAN was written into thr 1970 


farm law for use in farm programs of 
1971,1972 and 1973. 


Under the plan, cotton and grain pro- 


ducers who want government price sup- 
port are required to idle, or "set aside" 
an •annually-set percentage of cropland 
acres, After retiring the required acres, 
the producer is more or less free to se- 
lect his own combination of crops for hii 
remaining acreage. He is eligible for 
price supports and subsidies on his 
grains and cotton, but is not required —• 
as in the past — to maintain a specific 
acreage ceiling on each individual crop. 


Some farm leaders have attacked the 


new system as too loose for effective 
control of surplus production, especially 
for wheat and feed grains. Groups in- 
cluding the National Farmers Union 
have proposed a return to specific acre- 
age allotment limits for wheat and for 
corn and other feed grains.

used to close the so-called "energy gap" 
an expert on energy technology told pet- 
roleum industry leaders meeting recently 
in New York 


John 0. Logan, president and chief ex- 


ecutive officer of Universal Oil Products 
Co., Des Flames, said that the answer 
lies in the increased use of substitute or 
synthetic natural gas (SNG) produced by 
the gasification of liquid 'hydrocarbons 


"Most people now consider coal gasifi- 


cation and nuclear energy to be the long- 
range answer to the problem of meeting 
the great jump in energy demand that is 
forecast for the remainder of this centu- 
ry and beyond," Logan said. 


However, Logan believes SNG pro- 


duced in specially designed production 
facilities geared to a total energy con- 
cept will be the solution. "It can, in the 
next 5 to 15 years, furnish the difference 
'between total demand and the supply of 
natural gas provided by traditional 
sources," he said. 


Logan's remarks came during an ad- 


dress on the present state of technology 
at a forum on, "Synthetic Energy — The 
Immediate Outlook" sponsored by Oil 
Daily. 


HE SAID THAT because of the limited 


availability of light liquid hydro-carbons 
as raw material for SNG production, 
UOP proposes that environmental- fuels 
processing facilities be built. 


"The purpose of such a facility would 


be to produce primary energy fuels of a 
non-polluting or low-sulfur content nature 
from crude oil. In addition to SNG, the 
f a c i l i t i e s would produce low-sulfur, 
heavy fuel oils and/or lighter liquid 
fuels. Process units for such a plant are 
now commercially available,' he said, 


A complex similar to a modern petro- 


leum refinery would produce the naphtha 
that would be gasified to produce the 
substitute natural gas, plus other low-sul- 
fur fuels, as its major products. Con- 
ventional refinery products such as bu- 
tanes, gasoline, jet fuel, diesel fuel and 
asphalt could be produced in varying 
quantities, depending on the type of oper- 
ation undertaken. 


Logan said that implicit in the UOP 


concept of an environmental fuels pro- 
cessing facility is the optimum use of 


equipment and processes for meeting 
sulfur emission limits. 


The UOP group of operating units is 


a c t i v e l y engaged in offering tech- 
nologically oriented products, services 
and licenses for petroleum refining, sub- 
stitute or synthetic natural gas produc- 
tion, natural gas liquefaction, nuclear 
power generation and systems for envi- 
ronmental control 


Ford Given 
Tentative OK 
For >73 Start 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Environ- 


mental Protection Agency has given 
Ford Motor Co, a tentative go-ahead to 
begin gearing up for production of all its 
1973 models, although it still has not 
proved its engines can meet clean air 
standards 


While the firm still faces many prob- 


lems, the EPA's decision seemed to ease 
somewhat the threat that Ford might 
have to shut down its assembly lines and 
lay off nearly half a million workers be- 
cause of faulty pollution testing methods 


EPA Administrator William D. Ruch- 


elshaus aid Ford would be allowed to 
conduct & relatively short preliminary 
test on its engines to see if they can meet 
1973 exhaust standards 


If that test is successful, he said, Ford 


would be given conditional certification 
to begin production on new model cars 
and start shipping them to dealers. The 
scheduled 1973 production start-up date 
is July 17. 


"There is better than a 90 per cent 


chance the cars will meet the standards 
so they can be sold," Ruckelshaus said. 
Before they can be sold, however, Ford 
must successfully complete a 50,000 mile 
test on the engines. 


The 50,000-mile test already has begun 


and is scheduled to be completed in the 
first two weeks of September, barely 
ahead of the planned introduction date of 
1973 models and well after new advertis- 
ing campaigns have begun.

S. McGovern and Hubert H. Humphrey, 
who had agreed to three video debates in 
seeking

nomination, turned up Sunday on ABC-

This was the third of the McGovern 


-Humphrey confrontations in their battle 
for 271 delegates in California's crucial 
primary Tuesday, Only one of their joint 
video appearances really turned into the 
kind of head-on debate expected by many 
viewers — their first confrontation on 
CBS-TVs "Face the Nation" May 28. Af- 
ter that, the equal time provision was 
felt either directly or indirectly, shaping 
their other appearances into something 
other than dramatic debates. 


LAST TtfESDAY. for instance, whon 


they showed 
up in prime time on 


NBC-TV's "Meet the Press," it was a 
tightly run question-and-answer session 
of the straight interview variety, with 
little chance for the senators to engage 
each other in direct conversation. All 
three networks had hoped to avoid equal 
t i m e 
complications 
by 
presenting 


McGovern and Humphrey on their regu- 
lar weekly news-interview series instead 
of indefinite debate formats. And an 
ABC-TV spokesman had said the network 
was sensitive about the word "debate." 


S u n d a y ' s "Issues and Answers," 


though, was a direct equal time matter, 
Mrs. Chisholm had sued for equal time, 
and the U.S. Circuit Court in Washington 
ruled in her favor Friday. She got 30 
minutes on CBS-TV Sunday. Her court 
victory Included an order that she get 
either a half hour on ABC-TV or be on 
the weekend's "Issues and Answers" ses- 
sion with the senators. The network put 
her on the news program and also in- 
vited Yorty and a Wallace representa- 
tive. Yorty had lost an equal time plea to 
a U.S. Court of Appeals in San Fran- 
cisco. 


At the network executive level, mean- 


while, Frank Stanton, vice chairman of 
CBS, said earlier the equal time law 
should be rescinded "once and for all."

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Dr. Middleton Tells Of Phone Call 


Dr. James G, Middleton testified yes- 


terday an assistant state's attorney who 
prosecuted him told the doctor after the 
trial was concluded, "I think it's n bitch 
you're going to the joint for 10 yeara on a 
fake charge like this." 


Dr. Middleton, 46, of 969 S, Elmhurst 


Rd.. Des Plaines, made the statement 
during a hearing on a defense motion to 
vacate 
the judgment and sentence 


against the doctor. 


A jury found the doctor guilty Feb. 3 of 


deviate sexual assault and aggravated 
battery. Criminal Court Judge Robert J. 
Downing, Feb. 24 sentenced him to 5 to 
10 years in prison. The doctor is free on 
$25,000 bond pending appeal. 


The hearing was called by the judge 


after Sam Adam. Dr. Middleton's attor- 
ney, filed a petition charging the prose-

Upper Limits For County Tax Frozen 


The Cook County Board yesterday 


unanimously approved a resolution to 
freeze the upper limits for the county's 
tax rate for 1973 and 1074. 


Acting on a resolution introduced by 


Board President George W. Dunne, the 
board voted to set an upper limit of 20.5 
cents per $100 of assessed valuation for 
1973 and 24.5 cents per $100 of assessed 
valuation for 1974. 


The move drew applause from the 100 


members of the Civic Action Program 
(CAP) who crowded into the county 
board room. 


Father Leonard Dubi, a CAP lender, 


commended Dunne and the commission- 
ers for the decision, a move which Dunne 
had promised at the last county board 
meeting. 


"THIS FIRST STEP affirms the kind 


of government we want," Dubi said. He 
and the members of CAP have been urg- 
ing the board for months to place an up- 
per limit in the county's tax rate. 


Dunne said he appreciated the thanks 


from CAP, but that county government 
"doesn't need thanks." He said, "What 
we're doing, we should be doing" in 
freezing the upper limit. 
' 


For fiscal 1972, the tax rate is set at 


24.5 cents per $100 of assessed valuation. 
The resolution stated the difference be- 
tween the 20.5 and 24.5 cents rate was 
the statutory cost of elecions. 


The County Board also voted to cancel 


a $1 million contract with Shoup Voting 
Machine Corp. of Philadelphia to supply 
500 voting machines to the county clerk's 
office for the 1972 general election. 


Officials explained that only 45 out o£ 


53 machines delivered had been accepted 
and that a reason for the cancellation 
w a s that Shoup "couldn't provide 
enough" to meet the contract. 


The board will accept bids for a new 


contract on June 19. The Shoup firm is 
currently subject to a Federal grand jury 
investigation into possible kickbacks in 
the purchase of voting machines.

Continue Hearings On Rate 
Hike For Bell Telephone Co. 


Hearing examiner Robert Tarrell said 


the Illinois Commerce Commission will 
continue hearings on a proposed rate 
hike for Illinois Bell Telephone Co. on 
Thursday of this week. 


A hearing originally slated for Mon- 


day. June 5. was continued until June 8, 
said Tarrell. The hearings have been 
conducted since September, 1971, in the 
State of Illinois Building. Chicago. 


A day will be scheduled next week for 


additional intervenors in the case to pre- 
sent testimony, according to Tarrell. He 
noted many of the intervenors, Including 
Chicago area municlpah'ties and govern- 
ment agencies, have not actively partici- 
pated in the proceedings. 


ILLINOIS BELL is seeking commis- 


sion approval 6f service rate increases 
which would net the utility an additional 
$182 million in revenues on an annual 
basis. A previous request for an interim 
rate boost, in which Bell would have 
gained $122 million a year in added re- 
venues, was turned down by the com- 
mission early this year. 


Tarrell said he has notified partici- 


pants in the Bell hearings that they 
should start working on the presentation 
of briefs following the conclusion of hear- 
ings. 


The commission, by statute, has 11 


months to make a decision. Therefore a 
ruling may not be forthcoming until late 
August, since the Bell rate increase pro- 
posal was first heard in September, 1971.

Palatine Track: A Job Well-Done 


The many boys who have been on 


coach Joe Johnson's track teams at Pal- 
atine High School in the Inst 10 years 
have learned a tot more than tht funda- 
mentals of how to run faster, jump high- 
er or farther, or vault better. 


A good roach — which Johnson most 


assuredly is — almost must be a good 
teacher. 


When Johnson discusses this point, it 


immediately becomes clear why he has 
such dn outstanding coaching record at 
Palatine (The 10-year tallies show a 99- 
23 record overall, with most losses being 
to state powers like Evanston and La- 
Grange; 70-6 in all conference meets and 
53-4 in the Mid-Suburban League). 


It also is evident, when Joe describes 


his coaching goals, that Palatine's rich 
track heritage in the past decade is no 
accident. Though there has been plenty 
of natural talent at the school and though 
luck plajs a part In any sport, these by 
no means explain the Pirate cinder suc- 
cess story. 


"I have always tried to teach quali- 


fies.'1 explains Johnson. (Since he is a 
modest type, you do not often hear him 
say things like this). 


"I think there are a lot of important 


things In track besides what you actually 
accomplish in times and wins," he went 
on "I uke to think that track teaches 
boys things like leadership, how to de- 
pend on themselves, and not to be afraid 
of hard work " 


These lessons go hand-uvhand with 


winning, so it follows that Palatine won 
its fifth conference championship under 
Johnson this past spring and again quali- 
fied the most boys for the state meet of 
any area school. 


Another achievement of which Palatine 


is extremely proud as a (earn is the fact 
that it has been a class winner in its own 
large, 
prestigious 
and 
tradition-filled 


Palatine Relays for the last seven 
straight years. (The Pirates have won 
Class B In the Relays for five years in a 
row). 


And the school takes just as much 


pride in the outstanding individual track- 
men it has turned out. During Johnson's 
tenure so far, the Pirates have sent 
scores of boys to the stqte moet, many of 
thorn placing Joe has codched four state 
champion performers during his decade 
here. 


From 1958 through 1970, Palatine ran 


up an incredible streak of 13 straight 
years scoring in the state meet Johnson 
was at the helm eight of those years, 


A glittering record like this prompts 


some Interesting questions, such as: How 
does a school build up such a strong tra- 
dition in a certain sport and what coach- 
ing philosophy Is Involved' 


"Wo try to keep up Interest and pro- 


mote the sport In tiny way we can," iayi 
Johnson. "I think the track yearbook we 
put oul every year helps. (The annual 
thick volume list* every accomplishment 
by every boy to be remembered). 


"Wo always post times, honor rolls and 


results on the bulletin board for everyone 
to see. 


"The Palatine Relays have helped the 


tradition a great deal. The mtct gives us 
motivation every year — something to 
work for. Chic Anderson (Palatine's ath- 
letic director) has worked hard to lino up 
an interesting schedule of the best teams 
we can run against every year. 


"This year we have a new track with 


lights. We had a good crowd for our first 
night meet against Fremd. 


"And some of the outstanding boys 


we've had in the past have helped, too. 
We hod three state record holders and 
two other state champs." 


It Is natural that boys who follow such 


superstars Into the program want to 
work hard to come as close as they can 
to duplicating the past feats. 


One boy who helped keep the Pirate 


cinder legacy going before Johnson ar- 
rived was Andy Morutka, who set the 
state record In the shot put in 1962 with a 


heave of over 62 feet The importance of 
the Palatine Relays is hinted by the fact 
that Mertuka put the shot farther in the 
Relays than he did in winning the state 
meet The record still stands and is one 
of the meet's oldest. 


Other state champs 
were 
Duane 


Brooks with :21.6 in the 220-yard dash in 
1964, Gordon Dreyfus with 4'22.0 in the 
mile run In 1965, Bill Bahnfleth with an 
incredible :47,3 in the 440-yard dash in 
1968 (the only Palatine state record still 
standing) and Mark Visk with 9:06 1 in 
the two-mile run in 1969 (a record at the 
time). 


"We always point toward the big meets 


for the older and better boys," says 
Johnson. "The district and state are 
strictly an individual thing with us. We 
want to qualify as many boys as pos-

sible. Our team goals every year are 
winning the Palatine Relays and confer- 
ence meet." 


As for coping with pressure, Joe feels 


that Is pretty much an individual prob- 
lem — although he adds, "track develops 
a competitive spirit that helps a boy rise 
to his best level when It means the 
most." 


Johnson felt that this year's team was 


one of the most outstanding the school 
has ever had. It was unbeaten in duals 
and triangulars both Indoors and out- 
doors except against awesome state 
champ Evanston and 
powerful 
La- 


Grange. 


But looking back, he says that "prob- 


ably our most exciting team was in 1966, 
the year Bahnfleth set the record. In the 
Palatine Relays that year, York (a state 
power at the time) had won all the field 
events in the morning, so we had to win 
every running event in the afternoon to 
tie them. 


"We did It and it was quite a thrill. 


That started our chain of victories in the 
Relays." 


As one can easily guess by his country 


drawl, Joe Is originally from the South. 
He grew up In Kentucky, went to high 
school In Louisiana, Mo. and coached in 
Missouri before coming to this area in 
IM3. 


Joe was a distance runner In high 


school and at Missouri State Teacher's 
College, though he shrugs off his own 
running career, saying, "I didn't have 
real good times." 


But he must be one of the few who was 


a "player-coach" in high school. He ran 
the team himself and lined up its small 
schedule of meets. Though the track pro- 
gram wasn't much at his school, it start- 
ed quite a career. 


Joe had to coach all sports at his 


school in Missouri after college and he 
made the move here because he wanted 
to concentrate on track and spend more 
time on It. 


Ho still keeps in shape and runs with 


the boys himself all year except, Ironi- 
cally, during track season. He's too busy 
to run then. "There's a lot of paper work 
In being head track coach — schedules, 
entry forms, records, statistics," he ex- 
plained. 


But as time-consuming as all this is, 


there Is a lot more to his job. There's all 
of the teaching that falls under the cate- 
gory of intangibles. 


It Is obvious that Johnson excels in 


every phase of track coaching and has 
few peers. The record speaks for itself

Mahoney admittedly "snoots for the 
moon" come early April. "I Uke to set 
our goals as high as they'll possibly go," 
he said. "Maybe they're too high." 


Phrases such as "unbeaten team," 


"conference champs," and "a long tour- 
nament road" usually accompany his 
pre-season prognostication and when he 
falls short, he accept* a mood of dis- 
appointment. 


This year's Lion entry didn't survive 


an undefeated campaign, nor did they 
capture a Suburban Catholic Conference 
trophy. But they did have a serious go at 
the state championship by winning dis- 
trict and regional titles before being 
bumped in the sectionals — the farthest 
any St. Viator team has advanced since 
it finished second in Peoria in 1965.

Plan Training School For Road Racers 


The first step into auto racing is often 


the hardest, agree many experienced 
racers. 


Drivers, whether they want to race for 


fun on Sunday afternoons or hope to 
progress to a career in racing, have to 
find an "in" on the sport. 


One such starting point is coming up 


on Saturday, June 24, when the Midwes- 
tern Council of Sports Car Clubs runs a 
training school for prospective road rac- 
ers at Blackhawk Farms Raceway near 
Rockton, 111. 


Successful completion of the school 


earns the driver a Competition License 
and makes him eligible to compete in all 
Midwestern Council sanctioned event*. 
(There are 7 more races left of the 11 
race season.) But more important, the 
license gets him on the track where he 
can see if he really has what it takes to 
be a good race driver. 


To enter the school, one must be at 


least 18 years old, a member of one of 
the eleven Midwestern Council clubs, and 
complete various medical and license 
forms. Cost of the school is $29, your 
share of the track rental, insurance and 
other expenses of the non-profit pro- 
gram. At this point, you supply the race 
cor. 


Those rich sponsors are still a way 


down the road. Your car could be the 
sports car you drive on the street, or it 
could be a fully prepared race car in the 


open wheeled Formula classes or any- 
thing-goes Sports/Racing category. Se- 
dans, from VW Beetles to Firebird 400s, 
are also raced (Anything with more than 
2 seats and a hardtop is usually a "se- 
dan" to sports car racers, no matter how 
sporty it may seem.) The Midwestern 
Council has several unique classes for 
"Showroom Stock" sports cars which 
you can still drive on the street, to help 
reduce the cost of getting started in rac- 
ing. 


Whatever type of car the new racer 


selects, it has to be modified somewhat 
to meet rigid safety standards. A sturdy 
rollbar, fire extinguisher, wide seat belts 
and shoulder harnesses must all be in- 
stalled. The driver himself is garbed in 
flameproofed suit and gloves, crash 
helmet and goggles. The safety rules may 
seem cumbersome, but over the years 
they have given the Midwestern Council 
a safety record of which it is justifiably 
proud. 


The Saturday, June 24 school actually 


starts at 8 the preceding evening. In- 
spection crews scrutinize the new stu- 
dent's cart for safety and mechanical de- 
feels. Classroom sessions refresh the 
drivers' knowledge of racing techniques 
and safey regulations. Then a written 
exam measure* the brain-skills brought 
from home and learned that evening. AH 
this evening activity is designed to get

numbers 9, 10 and 18 to the left. The 
fairways are all of new_ Windsor blue 
grass, while the greens and tees are of 
Penncross Bent grass. There is an auto- 
matic pop-up water sprinkling system for 
the greens, tees and fairways. 


The 12th and 13th fairways offer spec- 


tacular views of Lake Geneva, according 
to Pancratz. "If a golfer looks away 
from the 12th tee or looks back from the 
13th green, he's likely to get caught up in 
admiring the scenery and miss a putt," 
says Pancratz. 


"From the par 4 17th hole, there is a 


100-foot vertical drop from the tee to the 
green, which presents an optical illusion 
for the golfer," he continues. "The aver- 
age golfer would take out- a number 4 
iron, but even the pro's would have diffi- 
culty in reaching the green with a driv- 
er." 


A couple of the tees are stepped into 


the hillside. For example, at the 18th 
hole, there are three tee locations, all 
stepped into the hillside at different ele- 
. vations. 


Abbey Springs is a. striking contrast to 


the Bristol Oaks .course, where the 
Charmglow Tournament has been held 
previously. The latter course, of 6,600 
yards, is gently rolling with small trees, 
only two small water hazards and sev- 
eral sand traps around the greens.

5) Bo sure, as regards major projects, 


to have written agreement on plans and 
specifications.

State Blamed 
For Delay On 
Salt Creek Plan 


Tom Hamilton, chairman of the Salt 


Creek Watershed Steering Committee, 
blamed the State of Illinois for holding 
up the multi-million-dollar Upper Salt 
Creek Watershed Project, HD said yes- 
terday he is trying to see Gov. Richard 
B. Ogilvie in an attempt to get the proj- 
ect off "dead center." 


Hamilton said the State of Illinois and 


the Cook County Forest Preserve Dis- 
trict are the only two of 13 state agencies 
sponsoring the project that have failed to 
approve the final plans. 


The $26.5 million project is designed to 


eliminate flooding along the Salt Creek 
as well as provide recreational facilities, 
including a eon-acre lake in the Ned 
Brown Forest Preserve northwest of Elk 
Grove Village. 


"We should have submitted our 


request for federal funds for the project 
last February," Hamilton said. "The 
state's holding us up will make it very, 
very difficult to get the project into this 
year's Congressional budget." 


He said he felt progress has been 


stalled so long that federal agencies 
won't get around to considering the proj- 
ect until next year. 


"State approval of the project has been 


held up in a technical committee in 
Springfield, and we need Gov. Ogilvie to 
get it off dead center," Hamilton said. 


AN' OFFICIAL of the forest preserve 


district said Monday the district was 
waiting to see what the state would do 
before it gave its approval. He said the 
forest preserve district is most interested 
in what will be done concerning recrea- 
tional lakes and that money would come 
from the state. 


There also has been a problem in relo- 


cating the Elk Grove Trailer Park on 
Higgins Road in the heart of the Ned 
Brown Forest Preserve. The park, with 
about 170 trailers and 700 residents, 
would have to be moved to make,way for 
the watershed project. 


"It's a good plan, and everyone around 


here approves it," he said. "However we 
found that the Division of Waterways 
head. John Guillou, was not fully cogni- 
zant of what the plan's about and is 
dragging his feet." 


Hamilton said Guillou has told him 


that the Division of Waterways cannot 
legally get involved in the project be- 
cause it concerns recreation in addition 
to flood control, which is the agency's 
mam concern. 


HAMILTON SUGGESTED that state 


funds from the waterways division could 
be used for flood control and money from 
the conservation department could be 
used for recreational development. 


If the project gets state approval, the 


committee would ask the federal govern- 
ment for $12 million for the federal por- 
tion of the project. Local governments 
would pay $0.4 million, and the state is 
being asked for $5.6 million, 


"We need the state's approval because 


there are not enough local funds for the 
project," Hamilton said. He added that 


the local governments would be paying a 
greater portion of the cost than the state. 


Hamilton said in Washington the proj- 


ect plans must clear the Bureau of the 
Budget and a Congressional committee 
before it can be included in the regular 
budget for the federal Soil Conservation 
Service and Forest Service in the De- 
partment of Agriculture. 


Local governments that have approved 


the watershed project are the North Cook 
County Soil and Water Conservation Dis- 
trict; Metropolitan Sanitary District; 
Cook County Board; the municipalities of 
Elk Grove Village, Schaumburg, Rolling 
Meadows, and Palatine, and the park 
districts of Palatine, Schaumburg, Elk 
Grove and Salt Creek. 


Police To Begin 
Ticketing On 
Pleasant Lane 


Area residents who use the Schaum- 


burg Township Library will have two to 
three weeks to become accustomed to 
not parking their cars along Pleasant 
Lane before police begin writing tickets. 


At the request of library officials and 


residents the village has posted no park- 
ing signs along the street, according to 
Police Chief Martin Conroy. 


Conroy said a traffic survey revealed 


that cars parked on both sides of the 
street constitutes a safety hazard. 


He said neighbors were also concerned 


about cars parking in their lawns and 
turning around in the drives. 


The library presently has two lots 


south of the building on Library lane. He 
said a new entrance on the south side 
should be open in about a month. 


Conroy said the patrol units have been 


notified to write warning tickets on ille- 
gally parked cars for the next three 
weeks. After that they will be giving ci- 
tations to violators, he said.

So far more than 500 signatures have

Lyle Johnson, chairman of the citizens 


committee formed to promote the refer- 
endum, is concerned about apathy. 


"I hope the apathy toward the park 


district does not destroy all the planning 
and efforts thai have gone into this refer- 
endum,'.' he said. 


Johnson, who has headed other citizens 


committees, for three other successful 
referendums, said a taxpayer 
revolt 


against any tax increase could hurt. 


JOHNSON SAID he was pleased with 


the reaction that Winston Knolls resi- 
dents showed toward the district propos- 
al last week. A group of about 75 mem- 
bers of the homeowners association 
voted against a motion to actively work 
against the referendum. The association 
has endorsed the park development seg- 
ment of the proposal but has taken no 
stand on the indoor pool. 


Johnson said he hopes to Wave mem- 


bers of his committee contact as many 
people in the community as possible be- 
fore the referendum by telephone, before 
i)he vote on Saturday to tell them what 
they will be getting for their tax dollars.

Two families in Schaumburg's Weath- 


eisfield subdrvisron are stymred 


They are, in the words of Mrs Mary 


Gordon of 1109 W Weathersfield Way, 
"faced with the problem of severe drarn- 
age" m their respective backyards 


Sharrng the problem is the Randy Da- 


vis famrly at 1113 W Weathersfield Way 


Accordrng to Mrs Gordon, both fami- 


lies' backyards are "taking all the dnarn- 
age from the immediate homes in this 
area " She lodged the complaint m writ- 
ing in a May 15 letter to Schaumburg 
Mayor Robert 0 Atcher requesting his 
assistance in rectifying the situation 


THE PROBLEM, Mrs Gordon said, is 


that Campanelli Brothers, developers of 
Weabhersfield, 
completed 
its 
master 


landscaping plan for the area by digging 
a shallow trench across both backyards 
to drarn runoff water to Weathersfreld 
Way, 
where it would be earned off by 


the sewers 


"I would have thought the engineers 


could have found a better solution and 
not have two homes bear the brunt of all 
thrs,' explarned Mrs Gordon rn the let- 
ter 


lo begrn with, she complained the wa- 


ter doesn't really dram along the trench 
Instead, she sard much of it srts and 
stagnates, creating an eyesore and a pos- 
sible health hazard 


Moreover, she goes on, the neighbors 


' have spent much money rn plantrngs 
there only to have them (the plantings) 
wash away or rot" Also, children ice 
skate in the trench in the winter, cutlrng 
the young plants down or pulling them 
out 


"Thrs matter has created qmte a strap 


on my physrcally and emotionally," Mrs 
Gordon told bhe mayor 


The dilemma is that the neighbors say 


they don't know which way to turn to 
solve the matter 


IN RESPONSE to Mrs Gordon's let- 


ter, a village engineer visited the scene 


He suggested the neighbors tile the 
trench, insuring the water's runoff 


' We were told to put m dram tiles, 


railroad lies and such," Mrs Goidon 
said ' This will cost us plenty and also 
we do not have the knowhow " Addition- 
ally, she said, both neighbors were told 
that the installation would have to be ac- 
cording to village standards or they 
would be liable 


The neighbors contend 
Campanelli 


should have put m tiles when the trench 
was created 


"When we looked at the house, we said 


we certainly don't like all that water in 
the yard," Mrs Gordon related 


By way of explanation, the salesman 


explained the yard hadn't been "graded 
or landscaped yet" The inference was, 
according to Mrs Gordon, that the soggy 
situation would be eliminated Both Mrs 
Gordon and Mrs Davis say they might 
have given their purchase more thought 
had they known what the landscaping 
plans were 


MRS. GORDON said she has com- 


plained continuously during the past two 
years to Oampanelh, all to no avail

Plant Filed By Village 


The Village of Wheeling Friday pre- 


sented its objections to the building of a 
ready-mix cement plant on Plant Road, 
south of the village, at a Cook County 
Zoning Board of Appeals hearing. 


The 
village was represented by 


Thompson Dyke, a consultant in village 
planning. Dyke represented the village 
because Village Atty. Paul Hamer was 
unable to attend. 


The property in question for the plant 


is bordered on one side by the airport 
and Plant Rd. It is bordered on the west 
by the Wheeling Drainage ditch and on 
the north and south by farmland. 


Dyke testified that the plant in ques- 


tion was not in the public interest, that it 
would only benefit the owners, that it 
would cuase a dust problem in the area 
and that traffic in the area would be 
tied up because of the trucks in and out 
of the plant. 


HE SAID THE plant does not fit into 


any classifications of zoning of the vil- 
lage concerning industry and that it 
would take a special use permit to oper- 
ate it.

Evanston Fuel and Materials, and Mar- 
vin Salzenstein, a consulting engineer, 
testified that the plant will not present a 
pollution problem to the area. 


They said dust from such plants is usu- 


ally cleaned Up and that in Wiggington's 
case it would be swept away by sweep- 
ers. Salzenstein said the plant would also 
add to the area and that a rezoning from 
M-l to M-3 was only necessary because 
the entire plant will not be enclosed. 


Wiggington said, "We will enclose as 


much of the material on the property as 
possible to prevent sand and gravel from 
blowing over the area. 


DYKE CONTESTED that the dust 


would blow across runways at Pal- 
Waukee and even to the apartment com- 
plex on the other side of Palatine.Road. 
The proposed site of the plant is near 
Hintz Road and Wigglngton said it would 
be impossible for it to become involved 
in any way with Palatine Road, other 
than by truck traffic, 


Wiggington said daily truck traffic in 


the area will amount to about 20 trips by 
cement trucks and 12 or 15 by supply 
trucks. 


Dyke also said the plant would need a 


building permit from the Federal Avia- 
tion Administration (FAA) if it is to be 
so close to the airport. Wiggington said 
that was no problem since he has been in 
contact with the FAA,

County Home Rule Power Challenged 


Homeowners group officials and indi- 


viduals from unincorporated areas of 
Cook County joined forces Saturday at a 
meeting in Prospect Heights in an effort 
to end Cook County's home rule powers. 


Several steering committees set up 


Saturday and scheduled to meet Wednes- 
day are expected to begin circulating pe- 
titions requiring some 300,000 signatures 
calling for a referendum at November's 
general election to abolish home rule in 
Cook County. 


Home rule powers granted under the 


1970 state constitution have enabled the 
county to pass'taxes for vehicles in unin- 
corporated areas, mobile homes and all 
new car sales. 


SATURDAYS ACTION stemmed from 


a suit brought against the county by the 
Prospect Heights Improvement Associ- 
ation, a homeowners group, and the Tax- 
payers Protest Committee after' passage 
of the vehicle tax last December. The 
suit is expected to come up in Cook 


County Circuit Court this week. 


Saturday's meeting was called by the 


PHIA. 


Jack Gilligan, PHIA president original- 


ly called for formation of a countywide 
homeowners' group at Saturday's meet- 
ing to be called the Northeastern Illinois 
Congress of Homeowners Associations, 


The proposal for a countywide organi- 


zation was voted down, however, and it 


was decided that steering committees de- 
signed to implement petitioning proce- 
dures should be formed instead, The 
committees, consisting of 10 representa- 
tives, two from each of five geographical 
areas of the county ranging from far 
north to far south will last for 60 days, 
which is the time remaining for the peti- 
tions to be submitted. 


At the time, the committees will estab- 


lish the countywide organization called 


the Congress of Cook County Home- 
owners Associations. 


"We decided to form the steering com- 


mittees so that the members will be able 
to go back to their areas, talk to their 
people and organize them more effective- 
ly," 
Gilligan said. "Besides, 
getting 


300,000 names on a petition is no small 
task and since we only have 60 days left, 
it has to be taken care of as soon as 
possible."

been charged with attempted murder, 
aggravated battery, unlawful use of a 
weapon and reckless conduct following 
the shooting of the boy's brother Sunday 
night.

The name of the 14-year-old has not

County Home Rule Power Challenged 


Homeowners group officials and indi- 


viduals from unincorporated areas o£ 
Cook County joined forces Saturday at a 
meeting in Prospect Heights in an effort 
to end Cook County's home rule powers. 


Several steering committees set up 


Saturday and scheduled to meet Wednes- 
day are expected to begin circulating pe- 
titions requiring some 300,000 signatures 
calling for a referendum at November's 
general election to abolish home rule in 
Cook County. 


Home rule powers granted under the 


1970 state constitution have enabled the 
county to pass taxes for vehicles in unin- 
corporated areas, mobile homes and all 
new car sales. 


SATURDAY'S ACTION stemmed from 


a suit brought against the county by the 
Prospect Heights Improvement Associ- 
ation, a homeowners group, and the Tax- 
payers Protest Committee after passage 
of the vehicle tax last December. The 
suit is expected to come up in Cook 


County Circuit Court this week. 


Saturday's meeting was called by the 


PHIA. 


Jack Gilligan, PHIA president original- 


ly called for formation of a countywide 
homeowners' group at Saturday's meet- 
ing to be called the Northeastern Illinois 
Congress of Homeowners Associations. 


The proposal for a countywide organi- 


zation was voted down, however, and it 


was decided that steering committees de- 
signed to implement petitioning proce- 
dures should be formed instead. The 
committees, consisting of 10 representa- 
tives, two from each of five geographical 
areas of the county ranging from far 
north to far south will last for 60 days, 
which is the time remaining for the peti- 
tions to be submitted. 


At the time, the committees will estab- 


lish the countywide organization called 


the Congress of Cook County Home- 
owners Associations.

Hamilton said the State of Illinois and 


the Cook County Forest Preserve Dis- 
trict are the only two of 13 state agencies 
sponsoring the project that have failed to 
approve the final plans. 


The $26.5 million project is designed to 


eliminate flooding along the Salt Creek 
as well as provide recreational facilities, 
including a tioo-acte lake in the Ned 
Brown Forest Preserve noithvvest of Elk 
Grove Village 


1' W e should have submitted our 


request for federal funds for the project 
last February," Hamilton said. "The 
state's holding us up will make it very, 
very difficult to get the project into this 
year's Congiessional budget." 


He said he felt pi ogress has been 


stalled so long that federal agencies 
won t get around to considering the proj- 
ect until next year. 


"State approval of the pioject has been 


held up in a technical committee in 


Springfield, and we need Gov. Ogilvie to 
get it off dead center," Hamilton said.

Steering Committee Head Wants To See Ogilvie 
State Blamed For Delaying 
Salt Creek Watershed Plan 


Tom Hamilton, chairman of the Salt 


Creek Watershed Steering Committee, 
blamed the State of Illinois for holding 
up the multi-mitlion-dollar Upper Salt 
Creek Watershed Project. He said yes- 
terday he is trying to see Gov. Richard 
B. Ogilvie in an attempt to get the proj- 
ect off "dead center." 


Hamilton said the State ot Illinois and 


the Cook County Forest Preserve Dis- 
trict are the only two of 13 state agencies 
sponsoring the project that have failed to 
approve the final plans. 


The $26.5 million project is designed to 


eliminate flooding along the Salt Creek 
as well as provide recreational facilities, 
including a 600-acre lake in the Ned 
Brown Forest Preserve northwest of Elk 
Grove Village. 


' ' W e should have submitted our 


request for federal funds for the project 
last February." Hamilton said. "The 
state's holding us up will make it very, 
very difficult to get the project into this 
year's Congressional budget." 


He said he felt progress has been 


stalled so long that federal agencies 
won't get around to considering the proj- 
ect until next year. 


"State approval of the project has been 


held up in a technical committee in 


Springfield, and we need Gov. Ogilvie to 
get it off dead center," Hamilton said. 


AN OFFICIAL of the forest preserve 


district said Monday the district was 
waiting to see what the state would do 
before it gave its approval. He said the 
forest preserve district is most interested 
in what will be done concerning recrea- 
tional lakes and that money would come 
from the state. 


There also has been a problem in relo- 


cating the Elk Grove Trailer Park on 
Higgins Road in the heart of the Ned 
Brown Forest Preserve. The park, with 
about 170 trailers and 700 residents, 
would have to be moved to make way for 
the watershed project. 


"It's a good plan, and everyone around 


here approves it," he said. "However we 
found that the Division of Waterways 
head, John Guillou, was not fully cogni- 
zant of what the plan's about and is 
dragging his feet." 


• Hamilton said Guillou has told him 
that the Division of Waterways cannot 
legally get involved in the project be- 
cause it concerns recreation in addition 
to flood control, which is the agency's 
main concern. 


HAMILTON SUGGESTED that state 


funds from the waterways division could 
be used for flood control and money from 
the conservation department could be 
used for recreational development. 


If the project gets state approval, the 


committee would ask the federal govern- 
ment for $12 million for the federal por- 
tion of the project. Local governments 
would pay $6.4 million, and the state is 
being asked for $5.6 million. 


"We need the state's approval because 


there are not enough local funds for the 
project," Hamilton said. He added that 
the local governments would be paying a 
greater portion of the cost than the state. 


Hamilton said hi Washington the proj- 


ect plans must clear the Bureau of the 
Budget and a Congressional committee 
before it can be included in the regular 
budget for the federal Soil Conservation 
Service and Forest Service in the De- 
partment of Agriculture. 


Local governments that have approved 


the watershed project are the North Cook 
County Soil and Water Conservation Dis- 
trict; Metropolitan Sanitary District; 
Cook County Board; the municipalities of 
Elk Grove Village, Schaumburg, Rolling 
Meadows, and Palatine, and the park 
districts of Palatine, Schaumburg, Elk 
Grove and Salt Creek.

Zoning Panel Recommends Request OK 


A Rolling Meadows' Special Zoning 


Commission has recommended approv- 
ing a request to rezone upon annexation 
a 55-acre tract near Harper College that 
eventually would be developed for apart- 
ments and a small shopping center. 


The plans for development of the 


Beery property, named for one of the 
principals, Eugene Beery of Palatine, 
show' eight apartment 
buildings, in- 


cluding two 13-story units and six three- 
story units, to be built on 47 acres of 
property. 


A smaller parcel of land, about five 


acres, is to be developed for light com- 
mercial use, according to Beery's pre- 
sentation. 


Beery and his partners are seeking re- 


zoning of the property upon annexation 
to the city. The area, east of Harper 
along Quintens Road, is unincorporated 
now, and zoned 'for single-family resi- 
dences by Cook County. 


The developers are seeking annexation 


with multi-family residential zoning (R- 
6) and commercial zoning CC-3). 


The zoning ^commission's decision is 


only a recommendation to boards that 
will hold other hearings on the rezoning 
and annexation requests. The planned 
unit development will have to pass both 
the city plan commission and city coun- 
cil. 


THE DEVELOPMENT, which would 


be built in several stages, includes 1,056 
apartment units in the eight buildings. 
Three-fourths of the apartments will be 
one bedroom units, and the remainder 
will have two bedrooms. 


Morton S. Balaban, one of Beery's 


partners in the development, told the 
commission, "We anticipate a good deal 
of our people will be from' Harper. This 
is why we have a heavy percentage of 
one bedroom apartments." 


The commission was told the apart- 


ments would rent for between $200 and 
$255. 


The 13-story buildings that the devel- 


opers want to'build are 10-stories higher 
than the maximum allowed in the city, 
but a height variation could be granted 
by the plan commission and city council, 
according to Aid. Fred Jacobson, who at- 
tended the meeting. 


The Beery property is located partially 


within a flood control project being un- 
dertaken on Salt Creek by the Metropoli- 
tan Sanitary District and the U. S. De- 
partment of Conservation. 


B e e r y told the commission last 


Wednesday he is going to lose some of 
his property to the project, and esti- 
mated the loss at between 10 and 16 
acres. 


"Until the sanitary district gets their 


engineers out there to complete the stak- 
ing out for excavation," he said, "We 
won't know how much we are going to 
lose. So whatever we lose of course will 
be taken off the density." 


The density plan for the development 


now is 22.4 units per acre, which, the 
commission said, is too high.

license was denied mainly because in the 
original variation allowing the restaurant, 
to be built on land zoned residential, the 
sale of alcoholic beverages was ex- 
pressly forbidden.

Parks To Pay 
,000 For Area 


River Trails Park District 
officials 


have agreed to pay $680,000 for 19 acres 
of land now part of the Rob Roy Driving 
Range owned by Kenroy, Inc.-The site, 
on the north side of Euclid Avenue is 
adjacent to Mount Prospect. 


A contract for the purchase is now 


being sent to the U.S. Department of 
Housing and Urban Development (HUD) 
for approval. Since HUD officials have 
agreed to pay up to $390,000 in federal 
funds for the site, they must approve the 
agreement before it is signed. 


Marvin Weiss, park director, said he 


anticipated no problems with getting ap- 
proval, but did not know how soon it 
would come. 


Weiss said he felt that $680,000 (almost 


$36,000 an acre) is a "very fair price for 
the land since property of this type is 
going for much more in this area." The 
property lies on the north side of Euclid 
Avenue, west of Wolf Road in unincorpo- 
rated Cook County. 


MONEY FOR the land will come from 


$750,000, approved by voters in a bond 
referendum, and the grant. According to 
Weiss, HUD will pay 50 per cent of the 
purchase price plus 50 per cent toward 
administrative fees, including legal and 
appraisal charges. Money not used for 
the site will be used for development of 
the 19 acres as well as other park sites, 
Weiss said. 


Sale of the land ends more than a year 


of bargaining between the park district, 
which filed a condemnation suit on the 
land, and Kenroy, Inc. The land is in- 
cluded in a rezoning and annexation peti- 
tion, filed by Kenroy, and now being con- 
sidered by Mount Prospect officials. 


Parts of the agreement approved by 


park commissioners last week hinge 
upon annexation and rezoning of 38 acres 
of property, including the 19 acres. Ken- 


roy officials plan to build a $20 million 
condominium development on the driving 
range and want Mount Prospect officials 
to annex the land and rezone it for devel- 
opment. Without the park district's 19 
acres, the average number of living units 
per acre would be more than the village 
allows.

Weiss stressed that no living units 


would be built on the park site. How- 
ever, if the annexation and rezoning is 
approved, Kenroy will build a retention 


pond to be used for a recreational lake 
on the park property. Kenroy has also 
agreed to build two roads, that will bene- 
fit the park district, if the petition is ap- 
.proved. 


PARK OFFICIALS are "not against, 


but not necessarily for" the rezoning and 
annexation of the land. "We know it 
would not hurt the park district," Weiss 
said. He stressed the park district would 
buy the land for the same price if Ken- 
roy's petition is not approved. 


No specific plans for development of 


the 19 acres have been set yet, according 
to Weiss. He did say the park would 
probably include tennis courts, a base- 
ball field, a picnic area and playground 
equipment. 
' 


Weiss and park commissioners will ex- 


plain the land purchase, the 'negotiations 
and the park development to the public 
at a meeting July 13. "We would like to 
be able to answer the public's ques- 
tions," Weiss said.

Doctor Tells 


Of Call From 
Prosecutor 


Dr. James G. Middleton testified yes- 


terday an assistant state's attorney who 
prosecuted him told the doctor after the 
trial was concluded, "I think it's a bitch 
you're going to the joint for 10 years on a 
fake charge like this." 


Dr. Middleton, 46, of 060 S. Elmhurst 


Rd.. 
Des Plaines, made the statement 


during a hearing on a defense motion to 
vacate 
the 
judgment 
and sentence 


against the doctor. 


A jury found the doctor guilty Feb. 3 of 


deviate sexual assault and aggravated 
battery. Criminal Court Judge Robert J. 
Downing, Feb. 24 sentenced him to S to 
10 years in prison. The doctor is free on 
$25.000 bond pending appeal. 


The hearing was called by the judge 


after Sam Adam, Dr. Middleton's attor- 
ney, 
filed a petition charging the prose- 


cutor in the trial knew that some of the 
evidence against the doctor was faulty 
and that at least one of the witnesses had 
lied under oath. 


Dr. Middteton took the witness chair 


yesterday and told of an alleged phone 
call he received from Asst. State's Atty. 
James Kavanaugh about 15 hours after 
the sentencing. 


THE DOCTOR SAID he was asleep 


when he received the call Feb. 25 at 
"Ol'IS hours plus or minus 15 minutes." 
He said he recognized the voice as that 
of Kavanaugh, who the doctor testified 
also said: "If you would have come to 
me and asked for a reducer, then you. 
would not be going to the joint (pris- 
on)." 


Dr. Middleton said Kavanaugh told him 


he could have had the charges reduced 
to indecent liberties and the doctor would 
have served, "not much more time than 
you would get for the second conviction 
on a drunk driving charge." 


It was at that point, Dr. Middleton 


testified, that Kavanaugh made the state- 
ment about the "fake charges."

Kavanaugh admitted he made the phone 
call, but denied he made any statements 
such as those attributed to him by the 
doctor.

Last Harvest Near For Farm Here

Where the only sound had been chirp- 


ing insects and singing birds, an O'Hare 
Airport jet screams past, coating the air 
with billowing dust.

Green stalks of sweet corn are growing 


slowly beneath the Des Plaines summer, 
sun, 
awaiting what could be one of the ' 


last harvests at the 107-year-old Boecken- 
hauer farm, 450 E. Algonquin Rd. 


BEFORE THE FARM, one of two re- 


maining in Des Plaines, becomes one 
more grid-pattern on a street map, it will 
be honored by the State of Illinois. 


During a special ceremony last month 


in Springfield, Gov. Richard Ogilvie 
promised John Boeckenhauer that his 
farm would receive a gold plaque, noting 
that industrious, independent farmers 
had carved this state out of a wilderness. 


The Boeckenhauer land is one of 48 


farms, owned by one family {or more 
than a century being honored by the • 
state's department of agriculture. 


T h r e e John Boeckenhauers have 


worked the soil in D^s Plaines since 1865 
when Johan Boeckenhauer, a native of 


Mecklenburg, Germany, his wife, Sophia, 
and three children bought the "north 40" 
.near Algonquin" and Wolf roads. 


Johan, who worked as a coachman for 


the aristocracy in his native country be- 
fore emigrating in 1862, had come to Des 
Plaines to .-visit friends. 


Liking the area — which then consisted 


mostly of a railroad station, several 
stores and mills, and a small, mostly 
German-speaking .farm community: -r Jo- 
han purchased the farm for $20 an acre* 
a high price considering that land had 
cost $1.25 an acre only 25 years earlier. 


Johan, with trie aid,in 1870 of carpen- 


ters who were paid $1 a day, constructed 
the large barn,' which is still standing to-, 
day for $400. 
.

JOHAN'S YOUNGEST son, John, who 


was-six when his family left for Amer- 
ica, built a six bedroom farmhouse in 
1877 for $1,100. This house, still standing, 
has been the home for three generations 
of Boeckenhauers, including its current 
occupants, John Boeckenhauer, 81, and 
his wife of 60 years, Esther. 


Growing up in the. farm community, 


Boeckenhauer remembers walking the 
miles to the Immanuel Lutheran' Church 
school at Lee and Pearson streets. Resi- 
dents would meet for dances and country 
socials on the second floor of the old city 
hall, at the southeast comer of Lee and 
Ellinwood streets. 


Picnics Were, popular then, with some 


Chicagoans riding trains to the country 


to spend an' afternoon in Northwestern 
woods, now.part .ojj the forest preserve 
east oFdowntown Des-Plaines.

/Band concerts, held In a wooden band- 
stand at the intersection of Jefferson 
Street and park Place, were popular. 


Boeckenhauer began to help with the 


farming when he was 12. Later he and 
his brother, William, started the Des 
Plaines Dairy, using- part of the family 
fields for grazing, cows, in a horse (drawn 
wooden wagon, the brothers, would drive 
along the -city streets selling mink at 5 
cents a quart. 


The family also:took up truck garden- 


ing, raising'potatoes, corn, onions, car- 
rots,-icucumbers, as well as oats, which 
they would haul to a mill on Milwaukee 
Avenue. When they wanted to bring their 
crops to the Randolph Street market in 


•"•downtown Chicago, the round-trip by 


wagon would take 10 hours, according to 
Boeckenhauer. 


HE AND HIS WIFE raised four sons — 


George, Paul, Lyle and Melvin. Lyle who 
lives at 1318 Algonquin, has three chil- 
dren. — the fifth generation of Des 
: Plaines Boeckenhauers — Sandra, 22, Je- 
rald, 21, and Qheryl, 18, who will:gradu-

.'The senior Boeckenhauer — at 81 as 
shrewd as ever and looking at the world 
'with clear blue eyes — is not the kind of 
man who gets fooled in a horse trade. 


A veteran of land sales, real estate

has protected his rights and property 
against efforts by .several generations of 
Des Plaines residents.

For instance, he had friendly advice 


It seems that when Ogilvie 
found out Boeckenhauer was from Cook 
County, the governor wanted to know 
how things were going for him iii the gu- 
bernatorial race. 


Boeckenhauer, squaring his chin, nar- 


rowing his eyes, told Ogilvie that "you'd 
better watch out or (Daniel) Walker will 
walk over you." As Boeckenhauer noted, 
"you've got to fcid these politicians, you 


• know." 


He thinks Nixon is a good president. "I 


.hope his trip to Russia and. China did 
some good." He also hopes "we get out 
of Vietnam and stay out." 


Even though the era of farming in Des 


Plaines may be drawing to a close, it, is 
clear that the "moon isn't down" for 
Boeckenhauer.

Dear Dr. Lamb — My younger sister 


on the West Coast had a blood pressure 
of 134 over 84. Her doctor said the max- 
imum was 130 over 80 and If she didn't 
get immediate treatment she would die. 
She convinced me to get a check-up and 
my blood pressure was 136 over 86. My 
doctor said it was fine, and that the 
maximum was MO over 90, but It tended 
to creep up in a person my age. He said 
I shouldn't gain weight and if the pres- 
sure got higher we would have to start 
treating it. Any opinions or comments, 
please? 


Dear Rpatli-r — The official opinion of 


the American Heart Association and the 
American Medical Association Is that a 
blood pressure of 140 over 90 or below is 
normal. I can add to this from personal 
experience that there are a large number 
of healthy, young Air Force pilots with 
blood pressure higher than 130 over 80 
who are flying aircraft today and a few 
astronauts. I am unaware of any quali- 
fied heart specialist who feels that 130 
over 80 Is abnormal. 


Blood pressure varies from time to 


time. It can be sharply elevated during 
the anxiety of a medical examination, 
only to subside to much lower limits Im- 
mediately thereafter. For this reason, 
most doctors will prefer to have more 
than one blood pressure rending In a va- 
riety of settings before deciding what its 
significance really Is, Now, It Is true that 
the higher the blood pressure the greater 
the increased likelihood of eventually 
having a heart attack. Thus, Individuals 
who have blood pressure on the low side 
as a group are probably better off. It Is 
also true that one of the most effective 
ways of preventing high blood pressure 
or Its Initial treatment In Individuals who 
have mild elevation of blood pressure Is 
weight loss. Many Individuals after a sig- 


nificant loss of excess fat develop rela- 
tively normal blood pressure, even 
though they might have had quite signifi- 
cant elevations before that. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — I used to exercise 15 


to 20 minutes right before going to bed 
each night because I fell asleep faster, 
and felt better in the morning and seem 
to have had more energy and be more 
alert the next day. Then I read some- 
where that exercise at that time is not 
good for you, so I quit altogether. (Other 
times are not as convenient.) I have de- 
cided to get a medical opinion. Do you 
think exercise at night before going to 
bed is harmful. I am a 17-year-old girl? 


Dear Render — Of course not, Some 


people do not like to exercise at that 
time because it energies them and they 
feel awake when they would like to feel 
drowsy and go to sleep. That apparently 
was not your problem. Other individuals 
who eat large, heavy meals, particularly 
those who have preceded their meals, 
w i t h a c o u p l e of c o c k t a i l s , 
seldom want to exercise at that time. 


It Is true that individuals who have 


health problems, particularly heart dis- 
ease, are better off to do whatever ex- 
ercise they are able to do before meals 
rather than after meals. Otherwise, there 
should be no reason why a person could 
not do his exercises just before going to 
bed. Each person often develops his own 
routine and the most Important thing 
about exercise is to follow a proper pro- 
gram, which means enough, but not too 
much, and do it regularly.

No Problems At Area Schools 


A new law providing for formal hear- 


ings in school suspension cases apparent- 
ly has not caused any serious problems 
at local high schools. 


The law says students'can be sus- 


pended for up to 10 school days or until 
the next board meeting and gives par- 
ents the option of requesting a formal 
hearing before a school board-appointed 
officer. 


Before the new law went into effect in 


January, only expulsion cases required 
formal hearings. Students could be sus- 
pended for seven calendar days or until 
the next school board meeting. 


Only one hearing has been held under 


the new law in Dist. 214, and none have 
been held in Dist. 207. 


The new law also applies to in-school 


suspensions, said Eldon Burk, assistant 
principal at Maine West High School, For 
minor violations, students are required 
to come to school but are suspended 
from classes. There were 153 suspensions 
in April, 1971, at Maine West, compared 
to 147 this April, said Burk. 


"Many of the parents resolve these 


things at the'school by talking to their 


youngsters and counselors," said Stephen 
Berry, Dist. 214 administrative assist- 
ant. "Most suspensions arc so short that 
the student is back in school before a 
hearing can be held." 


Most parents at Maine West are satis- 


fied with the way the situation is han- 
dled, said Burk. "We try to be con- 
sistent. We try to handle each infraction 
of the rules in the same manner through- 
out the district," he said. 


THE NEW LAW gives administrators 


more control over the length of the days 
suspended, according to Burk. The old 
law provided suspensions for seven ca- 
lendar days or until the next board meet- 
ing. If a student broke a rule on the day 
of the board meeting or the day before a 
vacation period, he could not be sus- 
pended for the full seven days. "We were 
faced with this problem many times," 
Burk said. 


When the new law first became effec- 


tive, local school officials said they felt it 
would create too much red tape and lead 
to a drop in the number of suspensions.

Plan Training School For Road Racers 


The first step into auto racing is often 


the hardest, agree many experienced 
racers. 


Drivers, whether they want to race for 


fun on Sunday afternoons or hope to 
progress to a career in racing, have to 
find an "in" on the sport. 


One such starting point is coming up 


on Saturday, June 24, when the Midwes- 
tern Council of Sports Car Clubs runs a 
training school for prospective road rac- 
ers at Blackhawk Farms Raceway near 
Rockton. 111. 


Successful completion of the school 


earns the driver a Competition License 
and makes him eligible to compete in all 
Midwestern Council sanctioned events. 
(There are 7 more races left of the 11 
race season.) But more Important, the 
license gets him on the track where he 
can see If he really has what it takes to 
be a good race driver. 


To enter the school, one must be at 


least 18 years old, a member of one of 
the eleven Midwestern Council clubs, and 
complete various medical and license 
forms. Cost of the school is $29, your 
share of the track rental, insurance and 
other expenses of the non-profit pro- 
gram. At this point, you supply the race 
car. 


Those rich sponsors are still a way 


down the road. Your car could be the 
sports car you drive on the street, or it 
could be a fully prepared race car in the 
open wheeled Formula classes or any- 
thing-goes Sports/Racing category. Se- 
dans, from VW Beetles to Firebird 400s, 
are also raced (Anything with more than 
2 seats and a hardtop is usually a "se- 


dan" to sports car racers, no matter how 
sporty it may seem.) The Midwestern 
Council has several unique classes for 
"Showroom Stock" sports cars which 
you can still drive on the street, to help 
reduce the cost of getting started in rac- 
ing. 


Whatever type of car the new racer 


selects, it 'has to be modified somewhat 
to meet rigid safety standards. A sturdy 
rollbar, fire extinguisher, wide seat belts 
and shoulder harnesses must all be in- 
stalled. The driver himself is garbed in 
flameproofed suit and gloves, 
crash 


helmet and goggles. The safety rules may 
seem cumbersome, but over the years 
they have given the Midwestern Council 
a safety record of which it is justifiably 
proud. 


The Saturday, June 24 school actually 


starts at 8 the preceding evening. In- 
spection crews scrutinize the new stu- 
dent's cars for safety and mechanical de- 
fects. Classroom sessions refresh the 
drivers' knowledge .of racing techniques 
and safey regulations. Then a written 
exam measures the brain-skills brought 
from home and learned that evening. All 
this evening activity is designed to get 
the cars on the track as much as possible 
during the Saturday driver training ses- 
sion. 


Early Saturday instructors and stu- 


dents ore teamed up on a one-to-one 
basis for the day's program. First come 
easy familiarization laps around the 2 
mile race course to teach the students 
the proper lines through each turn, 
where to brake, when to turn, where to 


accelerate. Then the pace picks up, A 
little later the students are on their own, 
practicing under the-watchful eyes of 
trackside instructors. Practice starts 
lead to novice races and the new drivers 
get their first taste of real wheel-to-wheel 
competition. And throughout the day, in- 
structors try to impart an attitude of on- 
track courtesy and sportsmanship that is 
an important part of good safe racing, as 
well as the skills and techniques of race 
driving. 


Even after all this, the new driver is 


far from a finished racer when he gradu- 
ates from school. Many races will be 
needed to hone the basic skills. But the 
start has been made. Whether he elects 
to continue to race for fun in the Midwes- 
tern Council, or is prepared to make the 
long hard climb to professional status, 
the basic training gained here will prove 
valuable.

Virginia Willis Is one of hundreds of 


northwest suburban women flocking back 
to school to gain'or continue an inter- 
rupted education after years 'of keeping 
house and raising a family. 


Following her high' school days, she 


took a course in merchandising at Vogue 
Art School while working as a stylist for 
Sears. Her interest in display led to her 
becoming head window trimmer during 
the early years of her marriage. 


THEN ALONG came Barbara, Phillip 


and Timothy. 


"That'was the end of my career," she 


said. "I lost all desire to climb any more 
ladders." 


In 1965 when her youngest was almost 


in high school, she enrolled in the three- 
year data processing course given at 
Maine East High School, with college 
credits from Bradley, University. Only 
five of the 32 students in the course com- 
pleted it. Virginia was one of them. 


For the next few years she pro- 


grammed computers for business appli- 
cations, with such data as management 
information, systems, inventory and ac- 
counting controls right at her creative 
fingertips.

She was advised 
to take certain basic subjects at a junior 
college, So she enrolled at Oakton Com- 
munity College on a part-time basis 
where she took a refresher course in 
advanced programming in addition to 
psychology; physics, music theory, hu- 
manities and earth science. 


Now, 
with a total of 58 credits, she ex- 


pects to enter Northeastern Illinois in 
July as a part-time student — full-time 
in the fall. 


i 
Her goal — "Are you ready for this?" 


she asked — is a teacher's certificate, 
not in design, not in data processing, but 
to teach earth science at the junior and 
high school level. 


WHEN VIRGINIA Willis took earth 


science at Oakton, she was on familiar 
ground. For years, she and her husband, 
Frank had been avid "rockologists." 
When their children were .small, Frank 
launched the avocation, that has con- 
sumed their leisure hours ever since — 
he learned (through the Chicago Park 
District) how to cut and polish rocks. 
Virginia picked it up from him. 


In the '50s, their knowledge and inter- 


est expanded as they helped found the 
D<M,, Plaines. Valley Geological Society. 
Through the years they acquired polish- 
ing and grinding machinery. They buy, 
collect and swap. In a tornado, their 
house would never blow away. It's 
weighted down with rocks! 


FROM COLLECTING, cutting and pol- 


ishing, Virginia has branched into wire 
twisting and silver work, using her 
stones for the settings. Now she can fol- 
low through from raw rock to finished 
jewelry. 


"You're never too old to learn," she 


said. "And in learning, you help others. 
Our rock collecting has been a bonanza 
not only for our own children but for all 
the neighborhood kids as well." 


Next to their house is "the Willis pine 


tree" — a neighborhood landmark for ea- 
ger young scientists. And under the tree 


is "the rockpilc." Kids do their science 
projects there; Boy Scouts earn badges 
there. And the Willises see to it that the 
young diggers never run out of rocks and 
fossils. 


"WE KEEP sweetening the pot," said 


Virginia. 


Mrs. Willis needs about 71 more col- 


lege credit hours for a degree. She hopes 
to complete them in about 18 months. 


"It won't be easy," she said. "It 


wasn't easy when I took the data pro- 
cessing course and worked weekends as 
a food demonstrator to help finance my 
education. And it wasn't easy when I 
went to Oakton and had so much to do 
lessonwise — plus homework, housework, 
cooking and taking care of a family. A 
course in speedreading would have 
helped. 


"But I was determined then and I'm 


just as determined now." 


SHE HAS FOUND her age no handicap 


whatsoever, although most of her fellow 
students are about the same age as her 
own children. Since she has already ac- 
cepted her children's attitudes, she finds 
it easy to accept theirs. 


Frank is pleased and proud, but Vir- 


ginia expects no red carpet treatment 
from him or anyone else. No one is going 
to make it easy for her. 


"Going back to school is strictly a per- 


sonal thing for me," she said. "I'm not 
doing this to please my kids or my hus- 
band — I'm doing it to please myself. If 
I'm going to make it, I'm going to have 
to work for it 


"If anything happened to Frank, I 


could support myself. If he lives to a nice 
ripe old age, all the better. I'll have both 
him and my education."
